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Politics of 
the labor vote 


Is the “labor vote” really as monolithic and po­ 
tent a factor in politics as politicians think it is? It 
must be, for Republicans as well as Democrats will 
go to any lengths to avoid alienating union members 
— or at least to avoid the appearance of doing so. 
Take the example of one politician’s wife, Mrs. 
Betty Ford, who would never cross a picket line but 
who managed to slip past striking workers 
picketing the NBC building in New York to par­ 
ticipate in a televised awards ceremony honoring 
outstanding women. 
Or consider a certain Hubert Horatio Humphrey, 
who was the only presidential candidate (or in his 
case, “noncandidate” ) to appear before the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors in 
Washington the other day, despite the fact that the 
convention hotel was being picketed by NBC techni­ 
cians. 
“I’m a strong union person,” Humphrey af­ 
firmed “I don’t cross picket lines. But I saw no 
reason not to come here.” 
What Humphrey actually meant was that he saw 
no picket line, thanks to an order by a federal judge 
removing pickets from all but a side entrance to the 
hotel. Humphrey used the main entrance. 
In other words, it’s all right to steal a kiss from 
someone else as long as your sweetheart doesn’t 
see you. 
Unfortunately for the other invited candidates, 
Jimmy Carter, Sen. Henry M. Jackson and Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, the judge’s order came too late for 
them to exhibit similarly staunch support of un­ 
ionism. Each of them was forced to answer ques­ 
tions from the editors by telephone, and each was 
asked what he would have done had he known about 
the court order. 
“I don’t know,” said Mr. Carter. 
“I would have cleared it with the union,” said Mr. 
Udall. 
“I would have been here,” said Mr. Jackson. 
Give each of these gentlemen half a point for 
honesty, of sorts. 
It’s really a sad thing, though. Everytime there’s 
a strike, the entire world is immediately divided 
into two camps. Either you’re for the union or 
you’re against it. And if you’re a politician, 
whatever you may believe in your heart, you won’t 
ever ever cross a picket line — not when the 
pickets can see you, that is. 
We’ll know we’ve found a truly honest politician 
on the day that one of them has the guts to say that, 
while he certainly supports the right of union 
members to strike, he sees no reason why he should 
become a party to the dispute by joining in a 
boycott of their employer.

office of the U. S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development has announced it will extend 
affirmative action as regards its own work force to 
include Polish Americans. It is reportedly the first 
time a federal agency has agreed to seek propor­ 
tionate representative of a white ethnic group 
among its employes. 
The decision came as the result of pressure from 
the Illinois division of the Polish American 
Congress, which found that while the Polish popula­ 
tion of the Chicago area was 19.8 per cent of the 
total, only 9.4 per cent of HUD employes were 
Polish.

Uncovering an FEA cover-up 


WASHINGTON - Federal Energy 
Administration officials destroyed 
evidence sought by a Congressional 
committee investigating FEA’s cozy 
relationship with the oil and gas in­ 
dustry. 
This Watergate-style cover-up 
may well be in violation of federal 
laws. 
The controversy centers on last 
winter's battle over the deregulation 
of natural gas prices. Only by hiking 
natural gas prices, the industry and 
FEA said, could a crippling natural 
gas shortage be avoided 
House Energy subcommittee 
chairman John Dingell, D-Mich., 
was disturbed by FEA’s use of public 
funds to trumpet the oil and gas in­ 
dustry's position favoring deregula­ 
tion. So late last year, he demanded 
information from FEA on its con­ 
tacts with the natural gas magnates. 
Dissatisfied with FEA s answers, 
Dingell dispatched a team of in­ 
vestigators last month to set up an 
office within FEA itself. The 
Congressional sleuths began inter­ 
viewing officials and collecting docu­ 
ments in their locked office. 
Their probing sent shockwaves 
through the upper echelons of the 
agency. Two officials of the agency's 
“Natural Gas Task Force,” ex­ 
ecutive director James Rubin and 
deputy general counsel Eric Fygi, 
huddled after hours to sift through 
documents that were supposed to be 
turned over to the Dingell in­ 
vestigators.

But instead of handing everything 
over, they stuffed some embarrass­ 
ing evidence in the trash to keep it 
out of Dingell’s hands. 
For example, one damning memo, 
dated Dec. 16, 1975, began with a 
derisive comment about how FEA 
could “shove it to Mr. Dingell,” who 
was then leading the anti­ 
deregulation fight on Capitol Hill. 
The memo, addressed to Rubin, was 
thrown out. 
Two other memos, one written by 
FEA conservation expert Lee 
James, and one written by Rubin 
himself, were also disposed of before 
the Dingell investigators could read 
them. 
As it turned out, the committee 
staffers were able to find duplicates 
of the discarded memos in other 
files. 
Rubin and Fygi both candidly ad­ 
mitted that they “pitched” the docu­ 
ments, and told us that they now 
regret their actions. 
But now Dingell suspects that ad­ 
ditional documents may have been 
withheld from him. For an internal 
FEA memo directed that all 
material relating to FEA contacts 
with the oil and gas industry be hand- 
carried to FEA general counsel 
Michael Butler. 
The memo prompted at least one 
agency employe to turn his files 
directly over to the Dingell subcom­ 
mittee. He feared that Butler’s of­ 
fice would “sanitize” the material. 
Butler's office insists that the 
memo was intended only to expedite 
the flow of documents to Dingell. 
But the Congressman remains un­ 
convinced of FEA’s good intentions 
His investigators are now checking 
to see if any documents were 
destroyed by employes on weekends 
Our own investigation of FEA’s 
ties to the oil and gas barons has 
turned up at least one disturbing 
link 
An FEA pamphlet called “The 


Natural Gas Story” was actually 
cleared by the gas industry’s trade 
group, the American Gas Associa­ 
tion. FEA officials admit that the 
booklet, which touted deregulation, 
was sent to the gas group for review. 
It was done innocently, they claim, 
“to make sure it was accurate." 
Footnote An aide to John Hill, 
head of FEA’s Natural Gas Task 
Force, said Hill had “absolutely not" 
approved any file destruction. Hill 
was “amazed” when he heard what 
Fygi and Rubin had done, he added. 
INDIAN SIGN: The militant 
American Indian Movement put off a 
strategy meeting in Canada, ac­ 
cording to a confidential FBI 
teletype message, because an Indian 
medicine man felt the signs were 
negative. FBI informants who have 
infiltrated the Indian movement had 
reported a powwow was planned in 
Ontario during late February. Some 
four hundred militants, both Indian 
and white, from the United States, 
Mexico and Canada, were expected 
to attend. The FBI infiltrators 
warned that some of the delegates 
would be carrying guns. 
But unaccountably the meeting 
was called off. The informants later 
explained the reason to FBI director 
Clarence Kelley, who sent a teletype 
message to other law enforcement 
agencies reporting: “An Indian 
medicine man caused the change, 
because, after performing a ritual, 
(he) felt the time was not propitious 
for the meeting *

Public concern has been manifested for a number 
of years concerning the “easy probation” sentenc­ 
ing policies of some judges who handle criminal 
court cases. Similar concern has been requently ex­ 
pressed about “easy parole” policies of the Adult 
Authority and the California Youth Authority. 
Public anxiety, even outrage, naturally enough, 
reach their peak following press reports of each 
new violent crime or atrocity committed, all too 
often, by someone on probation or parole. Such 
persons frequently have been released only a short 
time before; quite often, they have long records of 
criminal activity, which makes one wonder about 
the judgment of those who granted probation or 
parole. 
Sometimes in areas of great public concern, the 
Legislature acts or reacts rather slowly. The sub­ 
ject at hand is one of these. However, significant 
action has already been taken and efforts to deal 
further with this difficult and sensitive area are be­ 
ing made. 
Last year two measures were enacted which will 
prevent the granting of probation under certain cir­ 
cumstances. One requires a prison sentence for 
those convicted of selling heroin and the other 
makes such a sentence mandatory for those persons 
committing certain felonies. These two measures 
alone do not solve the problem but they do repre­ 
sent a step in the right direction. 
In criminal cases the courts are given great dis­ 
cretion in imposing sentences. This flexibility is 
certainly desirable in the case of first offenders, 
and even second offenders. However, there is little 
justification for such flexibility when the court is 
dealing with a person who is making a career of 
crime. By the time he has been convicted of his 
third felony, there should be little doubt that he has 
forfeited his right to special consideration. He 
should not be scolded and again put on probation. 
He should not be given a mild county jail sentence. 
He should be sent to prison for at least the 
- minimum term provided by law 
1 have introduced a measure, which, if enacted, 
will require our courts to take such action. 
Under present law the sentencing judge is 
required to impose a prison sentence upon persons 
twice before convicted of felonies. However, there 
is a broad exception; The sentencing judge, “in the 
interests of justice,” may disregard entirely the 
defendant’s previous criminal record and grant 
probation 
He may or may not impose a jail 
sentence or fine 
The courts have made such extensive use oi this 
exception that it has almost become the rule. Not 
only have too much discretion and flexibility 
produced probation on probation but there are 
many instances where judges have granted proba­ 
tion on probation on probation.

sunny day but saw ft cut to a single 
ahot by Regalado s six-foot birdie 
putt on the 16th hole 
He sttll led by one when he stood in 
the middle of the ittlh green. 
Regalado, a Mexican citizen sporting 
a bandlto moustache, had just 
finished his regulation, two-putt par 
and had his 13 under par total safely 
recorded 
Now Ziegler, a 10-year jour­ 
neyman. needed to gel down in two 
from 25 feet to scure only his third 
victory 
He tagged up his first putt, and it 
stopped some three feet short 
"The crowd went obhhb, abhhh ’ 
They were telling me something. 
They were telling me I’d left it short 
and 1 was in trouble, but. hell. 1 knew 
that,“ he said 
As he surveyed that tough one “ my 


game. It takes 20 guys all doing their 
job. I’m no Bobby Orr or Phil 
Esposito. I don't dominate a game. 
I'm just a guy trying to do a job with 
my teammates, that's all.” 
The 35-year-old Ratelle, who had 
105 points during the regular season, 
collected seven goals and five assists 
as the Bruins were extended to the 
limit by the upstart Kings. 
The Bruins outshot Los Angeles 38- 
15 as goalie Gilles Gilbert blanked 
the Kings for the second time. 


Gilbert shut out Los Angeles in the 
opener, but then gave way to Gerry 
Cheevers for the next five games. He 
becam e a surprise s ta rte r as 
Cheevers was rested. 
The Bruins earned a trip to the 
sem ifin al round ag ain st the 
Philadelphia Flyers, starting Tues­ 
day night in Philadelphia, on a pair 
of power play goals in the second 
period. 
R atelle broke the scoreless 
deadlock by poking the puck into an 


open net after Los Angeles goalie 
Rogie Vachon had stopped shots by 
Gregg Sheppard and Ken Hodge dur­ 
ing a Boston power play at 9:42 Less 
than three minutes later Ratelle fed 
Hodge for another power play goal 
Ratelle added an insurance goal 
after being sent in alone by Darryl 
Edestrand in the third period.

Says millions of dollars wa s te d by fa ulty programming 
Fe de ra l c ompute rs too inde pe nde nt, bos s y 
GAO 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal co mputers which issue 
checks and make decisio ns auto matically are wasting 
millio ns o f do llars each y ear because o f mistakes 
pro grammed into their sy stems, co ngressio nal audito rs 
said to day . 
The General Acco unting Office said that in o ne instance 
the Nav y to o k fiv e y ears to fix a co mputer that was — o n 
its o wn — initiating “ at least $3 millio n in annual unneces­ 
sary co sts.” 
The GAO, an inv estigato ry arm o f Co ngress, made the 
findings in an analy sis o f the increasing use o f co mputers 
in the federal go v ernment. The study said auto mated 
co mputer sy stems are no w initiating “ mo re than $1.7 


billio n in pay ments and o ther actio ns a y ear witho ut 
any bo dy rev iewing o r ev aluating whether they are co r­ 
rect.” 
To insure mo re accurate co mputer calculatio ns, the 
GAO pro po sed clo ser mo nito ring o f co mputers that make 
decisio ns o n their o wn. 
And it said that independent auditing teams sho uld 
study new auto mated sy stems to make certain erro rs are 
no t pro grammed into them. 
Sen. Abraham Ribico ff, D-Co nn., who so ught the study , 
called fo r clo ser mo nito ring o f “ what these machines are 
up to .” 
* 
“ It is tro ubling to no te the ex tent to which these de­ 


cisio n-making co mputers are able to decide things o n 
their o wn,” said Ribico ff, chairman o f the Senate Go v ern­ 
ment Operatio ns Co mmittee. 
The GAO fo und that each y ear, federal co mputers auto ­ 
matically issue $26 billio n in checks and o ther pay ments 
(ex cluding pay ro ll checks» . $10 billio n in bills, and make 
decisio ns o n o rdering, shipping, repairing and dispo sing 
o f equipment v alued at $8 billio n. 
In almo st all cases, the GAO said, inco rrect co mmuter 
decisio ns are due to impro per pro gramming and faulty 
data within the sy stems. 
The repo rt said that in 1969, the Nav y ’s o wn audito rs 
fo und that a co mputer serv ing the Nav y Av iatio n Supply 


Office in Philadelphia — the central o ffice fo r purchases 
and repair o f aircraft parts - was impro perly pro gram­ 
med As a result, the co mputer was o rdering co stly 
o v erhauls o n equipment befo re they were needed. 
It said o ne o f the reaso n the Nav y gav e fo r the fiv e- 
y ear-delay in fix ing the co mputer was that the reduced 
co sts o t equipment o v erhauls “ co uld result in budget 
reductio ns." 
In ano ther ex ample o f a faulty decisio n made by a co m­ 
puter witho ut human superv isio n, the GAO said an Army 
co mputer at Ft. Mo nmo uth, N.J ., recently directed the 
shipment o t radio activ e equipment witho ut requiring 
needed safeguards.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Co urt let stand the co nv ic­ 
tio n o f three teen-aged girls under an 
Illino is flag desecratio n law fo r burn­ 
ing a United States Hag as an act o f 
pro test. 
The justices dismissed an appeal 
fro m a decisio n o f the Illino is 
Supreme Co urt upho lding the law 
and the co nv ictio n o f the three girls. 
in dismissing the appeal, the 
justices said the case presented no 
substantial federal questio n fo r them 
to co nsider. 
J ustices William J . Brennan J r., 
Thurgo o d Marshall and J o hn Paul 
Stev ens dissented fro m this co nclu­ 
sio n, say ing they believ ed the co urt 
sho uld hear arguments o n the case 
and decide it. 


It was the seco nd time the case 
had been to the co urt. 
The flag was burned in fro nt o f the 
Federal Building in Ro ck Island, ill., 
o n May 5, 1970, by Linda Sutherland. 
Ro x ana Schultz and To ma Papke. 
Two o f the girls were 19 and o ne 17. 
. They said they were pro testing 
U.S. inv o lv ement in the so utheast 
Asia war and the sho o ting o t students 
by the Natio nal Guard members at 
Kent State Univ ersity in Ohio . 
The State Supreme Co urt upheld 
their co nv ictio n under a law making 
it a crime to “ publicly mutilate, 
deface, defile o r defy , trample o r 
cast co ntempt upo n” an American 
flag. 
Subsequently , the U.S. Supreme 
Co urt ruled in two o ther cases that 


laws regulating use o f the flag must 
be precisely wo rded and that ii was 
unco nstitutio nal to pro secute a per­ 
so n fo r attaching a peace sy mbo l to a 
flag. 
The high co urt sent the Illino is 
case back to the state co urt fo r 
reco nsideratio n in the light o f these 
decisio ns. The state co urt held to its 
o riginal decisio n, say ing the Ro ck 
Island case was different because 
the girls' actio ns po sed a threat o f 
breach o f the peace. 
Atto rney s to r the girls challenged 
this claim in their appeal to the high 
co urt. 
“ It is demeaning to suggest that a 
peo ple capable o f to rging the freest 
so ciety the wo rld has kno wn are in­ 
capable o f restraining themselv es 


fro m v io lently attacking three teen- 
aged girls.” they said. 
In o ther actio n, the co urt: 
—Upheld witho ut co mment a 
lo wer co urt ruling barring Rep. 
Mo ms K. Udall s name fro m ap­ 
pearing o n the May 4 Indiana 
presidential primary ballo t. The 
lo wer co urt ruled the Demo cratic 
candidate failed to o btain 5 00 
signatures in each o f the state’s 11 
co ngressio nal districts as required 
by state law

SACRAMENTO (A P) - The first 
look at the Brown administration’s 
court reform package and the last 
chance for two major environmental 
b ills are on the C a lifo rn ia 
Legislature’s calendar this week. 


The busy week also includes im­ 
portant hearings on privacy, cam­ 
paign and school finance, cigarette 
taxes anu environmental impact 
reports, and possibly a final Senate 
vote on farm labor. 


The court bills, carried by Sen. 


Alfred Song, D-Monterey Park, 
make their debut Tuesday in Song s 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


The measures, a bill and a con­ 
stitutional amendment, are actually 
a fusion of two separate proposals — 
a salary limit for judges pushed by 
Brown, and a court consolidation 
plan Song wants. Proponents think 
the two schemes have a better 
chance in one package. 


Under the measures, judges would 
lose their automatic cost-of-living 


raises. Instead, all their salaries 
would be frozen except those of 
Municipal Court judges, which would 
rise until they equalled those of 
Superior Court judges. After that, all 
judges would get 5 per cent yearly 
raises. 
In addition, M u n icip al and 
Superior courts would be merged 
into a single trial court with two divi­ 
sions. Backers say that would make 
the system more flexible, so judges 
could be shifted from one court to 
another when the need arises. 


Another provision would require 
judges to retire at age 70. A separate 
Song bill doing that has already 
cleared the committee. 


The environm ental bills, one 
requiring deposits on bottles and the 
other scaling down the New Melones 
Dam, were both defeated in their 
first votes in the Senate Natural 
Resources and Wildlife Committee. 


Both come up for second-chance 
votes in the same com m ittee 
Wednesday, with organized labor 


providing the major opposition to 
each. 
The bottle bill, by Sen. Omer 
Rams, l>Ventura, would require a 5 
cent deposit on all beer and soft 
drink containers except those which 
could be refilled by another 
manufacturer. Those would have a 2- 
cent deposit. 
The other measure, by Sen. Peter 
Behr, R-Tiburon, would seek to 
replace New Melones, under con­ 
struction on the Stanislaus River, 
with a dam one-fifth as large. 


The bill is aimed at preserving a 
stretch of downstream whitewater 
popular with rafting groups. It also 
would defy a U.S. District Court rul­ 
ing saying California can’t overrule 
the federal government on the 
federally funded project 
Backers of the state’s bankrupt 
farm labor board are hoping to break 
a deadlock this week in the Senate, 
where a $2.5-million appropriation to 
revive the board has been stalled for 
more than a month because of 
grower opposition. 
S.F. bus driv e rs 
s e e k s e c re t v ote 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - The 
strike of city crafts unions dragged 
on in its 27th day today with no move­ 
ment in sight toward settlement and 
some bus drivers militating for a se­ 
cret vote on whether to continue 
honoring picket lines. 
The executive board of Transport 
Workers Union Local 250A planned to 
meet today to arrange a new mass 
meeting of the 2.000 bus, trolley and 
cable car operators who have 
refused to cross picket lines 
The drivers have voted three times 
previously to respect picket lines 
thrown up March 31 by the 1,800 
members of 10 craft unions opposing 
pay cuts ranging from $700 to $3,000 
per year, as planned by the Board ot 
Supervisors under a claimed referen­ 
dum mandate. 
A group of dissident drivers dis­ 
tributed a petition over the weekend 
demanding another mass meeting, 
with a secret ballot on whether to 
stay off the job. The drivers, though 
not striking themselves, have each 
lost more than $1,000 in wages so far. 
One of the dissidents, Grenville 
Berliner, said only about 100 drivers 
strongly favor the walkout and said 
support “ is waning” among the 
others. 
The drivers’ third vote to support 
the strikers was more than a week 


ago, and was tied to a demand that a 
general strike be invoked or they 
would vote again. 
Quentin Kopp, president of the 
board, said, “ There have been no 
negotiations since Friday and 1 don t 
know when they may begin." 
He said the board will meet today 
"just to see where we are.” 
Kopp and several other su­ 
pervisors joined about 75 volunteers 
in a cleanup in front of the Main 
Library. Police said some picketers 
harassed those attempting to clean 
up the Civic Center pool, but there 
was no violence. 
City officials have established 
educational centers starting today in 
eight libraries around town for high 
school students who can't get to 
school because of the bus and trolley 
shutdown.

R.R. crossing 
gates a success 


SAN FRANCISCO (A P) — Traffic deaths decreased 
substantially at California railroad crossings after $10 
million was spent to install automatic gates and other 
protection at 479 crossings, according to a state study 
released today. 
The study, conducted by the state Public Utilities 
Commission, said that in the three years prior to the 
improvements, there were 519 accidents at those cross­ 
ings which killed 79 and injured 258. 
During the three years following the improvements, 
there were only 126 accidents, 29 deaths and 76 injuries 
reported. 
“ In terms of what was spent by the state, cities and 
counties and railroads, you could say that it cost $60,000 
per life saved,” the PUC said in a news release. 
“ But this cost figure does not include maintenance ex­ 
pense over a 10-year period " the PUC added. “ At the 
same time, the figure may overstate the cost per life 
saved because the initial expenditure to provide the added 
protection at grade crossings not only saved lives, but 
also eliminated injuries and property damage.” 
James K. Gibson, PUC director of transportation, said: 
"Placing a dollar value on human life has not been fully 
resolved — if indeed it can ever be resolved ” 
The PUC said in reaching the $60,000 figure, the PUC 
said it made the assumption that the fatality reduction 
rate of 50 lives remains constant over a 10-year period. 
The state provided $2.5 million of the cost of installing 
the new crossing protections, the PUC said.

Bergman was cleared of the fraud 
charges, but his back taxes are still 
in question and he decided to 
abandon Sweden, leaving his wealth 
behind. 
In a bitter open letter, he accused 
tax officials of blackmail and said he 
had been “ attacked and humiliated 
by a special kind of bureaucracy that 
grows like a galloping cancer.” 
That subject was closed to discus­ 
sion as Bergman reluctantly spoke 
with reporters. “ 1 made a clean cut 
and 1 had to make a clean cut,” he 
said. 
Besides the United States, Italy 
and France have been mentioned in 
speculation about Bergman s new 
home. 
Bergman said he might meet in 
June with Italian film m aker 
Federico Fellini, whom he greatly 
admires. 
It has been reported that Bergman 
will make three tiims with De 
Laurentiis, bemning next tail in Ger­ 
many, but the director would not dis­ 
cuss any particular plans 
Many of the more recent films in 
Bergman s career have been made 
with the same group of actors and 
technical crew. He said Sunday he 
had no plans to bring the crew with 
him.

M CKITTRICK. 
Calif. 
(AP) — Once a week a 
Basque sheepherder walks 
into the McKittrick Hotel 
and challenges the oilmen 
to a game of pool. 
It’s one of the social 
highlights in McKittrick, 
C a l i f . , 
p o p u l a t i o n 
somewhere between 75 and 
100 — pgbody knows for 
sure because the sign fell 
down and no one ever 
bothered to put it up again. 
“ Hell, we all know where 
we live,” explains 74-year- 
old Curly Kalembach as he 
pops the top on another 
Coors. That ’s all there is to 
do here except look at the 
Grave of the Unknown 
Chinaman, the town's only 
historical attraction. 
It seems two McKittrick 
brothers got tanked up way 
back in 1907 and decided to 
cut the pigtail off a 
Chinaman. The Chinaman 
objected and killed one of 
the brothers before he 
himself was killed by the 
other 
The survivor fled 
town and returned 40 years 
later in a coffin. 
The Chinaman and his 
two tormentors are buried 
together in a small plot of 
fenced sagebrush about a 
mile out of town 
They 
share the desert with the 
bones of camels that used 
to power ancient oil pumps 
before the days of modern 
mechanical rigs. 
Now the barren hills 
around M cKittrick are 
filled with thousands of 
steel praying m antises 
sucking energy from the 
g ro u n d. Oi l me n a r e 
drifting in from Texas and 
Oklahoma because the 
price is right and the U.S. 


government has just re­ 
opened its $3 billion Elk 
Hills Navy Preserve. 
But most of the new rig 
workers don't live here. 
They just eat lunch, down a 
few beers at shift changes 
and commute 40 miles to 
Bakersfield But enough of 
their affluence rubs off on 
McKittrick to keep the 
town going — just barely. 
There’s a gas station, 
market, grade school, fire 
station and the McKittrick 
Hotel, which isn’t really a 
hotel any more because it 
doesn't rent any rooms. 
The only business that’s 
booming is the restaurant 
and bar, because oilmen 
will drive 25 miles to sam- 
p le 
Lucy 
M a r o n e y ’ s 
chicken. 
“ We re doing okay,” 
said Jim Spradlin. “ Ever 
since the Arabs raised 
their oil prices every com­ 
pany out here has been go­ 
ing full blast, not just at 
Elk Hills but all around it. 
No one’s on welfare, 
there’s plenty of work in 
the oil fields.” 
Spradlin gave up a boat 
business on Lake Mead, 
Nev., to buy the McKit­ 
trick Hotel last year. He 
still has two large cabin 
cru isers parked in the 
desert outside his front 
door His wife Clara tends 
bar, his mother-in-law 
cooks for the restaurant 
and he works for a small 
welding and rigging com­ 
pany that subcontracts for 
the big combines. 
“ Some times of the day 
you can’t find a place to sit 
because of all the oilmen.” 
said Mrs. Spradlin “ We’ve 
spent a lot of money 
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renovating and expanding 
because wlien they get the 
pipeline through from Elk 
Hills we ll have even more 
business ” 
Her brother, Richard 
Maroney, is also happy 
because the oil boom 
enabled him to move back 
to his boyhood home He 
gave up a 14-year career as 
a poker dealer in L as 
Vegas to become an odd 
job rigger in McKittrick. 
Maroney never takes off 
his dark glasses, an old 
poker playing habit. But 
he’s a friendly fellow and 
always volunteers to show 
visitors the Chinaman’s 
grave. 
McKittrick also has an 
archeological tar pit that 
once provided some saber 
toothed tigers to the Los 
Angeles County Museum 
and still yields Pleisto­ 
cene fossils to visiting 
schoolchildren on field 
trips. But right now all the 
talk is about oil. 
McKittrick expects a 
new wave of prosperity 
from Elk Hills, a 46.095- 
acre oil field that has lain 
dormant since 1912. Set 
aside as an emergency 
reservoir by President 
William Howard Taft, it 
was opened to production 
by President Ford last 
month. 
Elk Hills will be pump­ 
ing 325,000 barrels ot crude 
per day within the next two 
years. But the expectations 
of the townspeople are 
perhaps too high. 
F i r s t , 
t h e r e ’ s 
no 
available land for housing 
around McKittrick because 
it’s all taken up by oil 
leases. Second, the town 
has seen about all the oil 
workers it’s going to get. 


“We don’t envision any 
big i ncr e a s e in m a n ­ 
power,” said William H. 
Burch, the civilian deputy 
officer in charge of Elk 
Hills. “ We’ve had about 
1.000 workers out here 
since 1974, when the Navy 
was ordered to upgrade 
production capacity to 
400.000 barrels a day. 
“ When Ford signed the 
bill we just switched from 
that job to actual produc­ 
tion Some of the contrac­ 
tors will bring in a few 
more men, but you’re talk­ 
ing about less than 200 ” 
Like oil riggers every­ 
where, those that eat and 
drink 
in 
M c K i t t r i c k 
are a rough-looking crew, 
brawny, sunburned and 
loud 
But Maroney says 
there’s never any trouble 
— “ we all know each 
other 
Some of the guys 
have been coming here off 
and on for 25 years.” 
And the oilmen seem to 
get on well with the 
neighborhood 
Basques, 
who follow their flocks of 
sheep in house trailers. 


Old Curly Kalembach re­ 
members McKittrick was 
bigger and wilder when 
grain elevators and a 
railroad terminal provided 
more income 
He came 
here to die of a lung lesion 
33 years ago. But the 
desert air cured him and 
he became a fireman 


“ I’ve seen my fair share 
of fights,” he cackled. “ We 
used to have three or four 
saloons, two grocery stores 
and two gas stations But 
the trains stopped coming 
and there wasn’t enough 
business for all of them.” 
Oil and g r a s s fi res 
destroyed McKit trick 


three times, and the town 
shrank with each rebuild­ 
ing 
Kalembach retired 
from the fire department 
in 1962 and now ekes out a 
living repairing pool cues 
at the McKittrick Hotel 
and scavenging for scrap 


iron in the oil fields 
” 1 guess this town will 
never get bigger, but I like 
it just the way it is,” he 
said “ I got my health back 
here. I ’m keeping busy and 
1 make enough for a few 
beers now and then,”

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Consumer gripes no longer falling on deaf ears

Americans have learned 
that it pays to complain 
No one keeps statistics 
oa the number of com 
piaints received by private 
todastry and government 
agencies It would be im­ 
possible became there are 
so many overlapping 
departments, bureaus and 
offices and the number is 
growing steadily 
Five years ago, for ex­ 
ample. there were nine 
consumer agencies at the 
state level, according to 
the Office of Consumer Af- 
tairs of the U.S. De­ 
partm ent of H ealth , 
Education and Welfare. 
Today there are 135. 
Dorothy Burkhardt who 
heads the complaint divi­ 
sion of the federal con­ 
sumer affairs unit said her 
office alone received 
almost 27,000 complaints in 
the f irst 11 months of 1975, 
compared to 24.000 com­ 
plaints in all of 1974. A 1975 
study by the Office of Con­ 
sumer Affairs showed that 
15 federal agencies — a 
relatively small section of 
Washington's bureaucracy 
— spent $6 4 million an­ 
nually answering com­ 
plaints. 
There are signs on all 
sides that consumers are 
more aware of their rights 
and less hesitant about 
demanding them 
The 
same person who would 
have shrugged and said 
“ chalk it up to ex­ 
perience.’’ when con­ 
fronted with a taulty 
product live years ago, is 
writing to the company 
president today. 
“ People are more ready 
to complain to ail in­ 
stitutions,-’ said E. Patrick 
McGuire, senior research 
analyst at the Conference 
Board, a New York based 
nonprofit business group. 
"They expect more of 
products and services ... 
They are more cynical of 
companies’ attempts to 
redress their grievances ” 
Hobert Sable, an at­ 
torney with the National 
Consumer Law Center in 
Boston, said: “ There is 
substantially more con­ 
sumer litigation,’’ partly 
because consumers have 
more legal rights than they 
used to. “ There is a whole 
host of new consumer 
law s,’’ he said, citing 
legislation involving in­ 
terest rates, warranties 
and credit. “ Ten years 
ago. there wasn’t a whole 
lot an aggrieved consumer 
could do except make a 
stink," 
No one knows just when 
Americans started think­ 
ing of themselves as “ con­ 
sumers ’’ The late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy set 
up a Consumer Advisory 
Council in 1963 and listed 
lour basic consum er 
rights: the right to be 
heard, the right to a 
choice, the right to be 
protected against unsafe 
products and the right to a 
response to a legitimate 
complaint 
Many people believe the 
real consumer drive 
started in 1966 with Kaiph 
Nader and his book. “ Un­ 
safe at Any Speed ” Na­ 
der’s disclosure, at a 
Senate hearing, that 
General Motors Corp had 
private detectives in­ 
vestigate him because of 
his crusade against the 
safety record of the 
C o rv a ir, drew wide 
publicity and called atten­ 
tion to consumerism as a 
cause 
B y 1971, “ N ad er’s 
Haiders.'’ as his followers 
were clubbed, had formed 
groups to study — and 
change - laws and regu­ 
lations on everything from 
food additives to pollution 
controls 
Today, Nader s 
organizations in Washington 
and Nader-spawned public 
interest research groups — 
PIRGS - across the country 
are involved in -just about 
every facet of American life. 
The individual citizen 
who wants to complain has 


more outlets for his anger. 
There are almost 50 com­ 
plaint agencies for federal 
departments and more 
than 225 county and city 
consumer offices. 
The government pub 
fishes a 39-page “Guide to 
Federal 
Consumer 
Serivces.” with information 
on where to go with ques­ 
tions and complaints about 
everything from advertising 
to work regulations. The 
booklet is available free of 
charge from Consumer In­ 
formation Center, Dept. 6. 
Pueblo. Colo., 81009 
On the business front, 
some 500 companies have 
consumer affairs units. 
The Better Business 
Bureau has expanded its 
complaint-handling mec­ 
hanism, introducing an ar­ 
bitration program that has 
grown from three cities in 
1971 to about 100 today And 
volunteer groups and news 
media Maction lin e’ 
programs are ready to 
tackle local problems 
McGuire said the surge 


in complaints “ began long 
before the recession’’ that 
prompted concern over 
money. “ It began when 
people learned there * a 
response.” 
Previously, he said, the 
East and West coasts were 
“ the most fertile field for 
complaints.” In between 
was “ a desert — or an 
oasis, ” depending on your 
viewpoint. 
McGuire said that Mid­ 
dle America has joined the 
complaint parade. “ It is no 
longer considered ill- 
mannered or unpleasant.” 
People boast of their vic­ 
tories at cocktail parties. 
Complaints still are most 
prevalent among the 
middle-and upper-middle in­ 
come groups. McGuire said. 
These are the people who 
have the knowledge, the 
time and the determination 
to complain. 
. 
“ It hasn t trickled down 
to the ghetto yet,” he said. 
“ When it does, you’ll have 
an avalanche of com­ 
plaints" because there are 


so many people involved. 
The typical complainant 
on a nationwide basis, 
McGuire said, has two or 
more years of college, is 
over 30, “ is more likely to 
be WASP than ethnic ’ and 
is in a managerial or semi- 
professional job. 
If the item involved cost 
less than $100 — food, 
clothing or small ap­ 
pliances — the com­ 
plainant is likely to be a 
woman, McGuire said. If it 
cost more than $100, the 
complainant is probably a 
man. 
Consumer agencies say 
they are solving more 
problems than ever before. 
The Office of Consumer 
Protection of the Wisconsin 
Department of Justice 
received 5,780 complaints in 
1971 and recovered about 
$214,000 for consumers in 
court judgments and infor­ 
mal settlements. 
Last year, the office 
received 14.678 complaints 
and recovered almost 
$675.000. an increase of 


about 154 per cent in the 
number of complaints and 
215 per cent in the amount 
of money recovered. 
Bob Tuttle, statistician 
for the National Council of 
Better Business Bureaus, 
said local groups received 
over 6li million calls of all 
types last year. Thirteen 
per cent were complaints 
The rest of the callers 
wanted information only 
The bureaus get two 
kinds of complaints: for­ 
mal protests that are 
followed up and informal 
gripes on which no action 
is taken. The number of 
overall complaints in­ 
creased steadily in the late 
1960s and early 1970’s, 
from 324,000 in 1966 to 
almost 1.5 million in 1973. 
The trend was reversed 


in 1974 and by 1975 the 
number of complaints — 
formal and informal — was 
down to 846,000. 
The decline does not 
necessarily mean that peo­ 
ple are complaining less, 
although Tuttle said he 
hoped it indicated greater 
customer satisfaction. 
Other factors causing the 
decrease include the sales 
slump of 1975, Tuttle said. 
People bought less and 
therefore had fewer new 
products to complain 
about. 
The increased availability 
of complaint outlets also 
contributes to a drop in the 
number of complaints re­ 
ceived by any one agency. 
What are people com­ 
plaining about? 
The Office of Consumer 


Affairs, in a report on com­ 
plaints to state and local 
agencies, said automobiles 
are the most common 
focus of dissatisfaction. 
Automobile gripes ac­ 
counted for 18 per cent of

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) 
— With the death of 
Howard Hughes, the title 
of No. 1 casino owner in 
Nevada goes to financier 
Alien Glick But Glick says 
he's not in the same league 
that Hughes was 
“ I guess I might be 
considered unique in a lot 
of respects,’’ says Glick, 
33. who runs three hotel- 
casinos and another 
casino. 
“ But an era is gone with 
the death of Howard 
Hughes,” Glick said, ad­ 
ding that Hughes was a 
*big money” investor who 
often paid cash for proper­ 
ties. 
Hughes owned seven 
casinos in Nevada. The 
clubs are operated through 
Hughes’ Summa Corp.. and 
with the recluse bil­ 
lionaire dead, they’ll no 
longer be under the control 
of a single individual 
Glick has borrowed 
about $100 million from the 
Teamsters Union Central 
States. Southeast and 
Southwest Areas pension 
fund to finance most of his 
casino purchases, which 
started in late 1972. He has 
borrowed an additional $50 
million from the fund for 
land development ventures 
m Texas and California. 
Glick said that in addi­ 
tion to differences between 
financing of his and 
Hughes 
clubs, “ Hughes’ 
Nevada operations were 
just one part of several 
enormous enterprises.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - 
To an elderly co uple with 
pro perty o n the Califo rnia 
side o f Lake Taho e, it 
might mean no t building 
the half do zen cabins fo r a 
retirement nest egg. 
To a S alin as V alley 
farmer, it co uld mean hav ­ 
ing to let a United Farm 
W o rker o r T e am s te r 
o rganizer o n his pro perty 
to talk to his emplo y es 
ev en tho ugh he do esn’t 
want any unio n at all. 
To a Eureka timberman, 
it may mean no t cho pping 
do wn trees o n a hillside 
because it wo uld cause to o 
much ero sio n 
The rules are endless — 
mo re than 5,000 new o r 
changed o nes a y ear. They 
flo w fro m mo re than 100 
Califo rnia regulato ry agen­ 
cies — unelected, v irtually 
inv isible to the public, and 
po werful. 
Their po wer d eriv es 
fro m the state legislature. 
It passes laws giv ing agen­ 
cies autho rity to ado pt 
regulatio ns, which them­ 
selv es hav e the fo rce o f 
law. 
The 
re g u lato r s 
are 
generally appo inted by the 
g o v e r n o r , 
s o m e o n e 
beneath him, o r a trade 
gro up. They staff depart­ 
m e n ts ’, 
b o ar d s 
and 
co mmissio ns, fro m well- 
kno wn agencies like the 
Public Utilities Co mmis­ 
sio n to o bscure bo ards 
regulating to m ato es o r 
guide do gs. 
The rul es range fro m the 
minute — the width o f 
rungs o n a ladder, o r the 
number o f bathro o ms a 
wo rkplace must hav e — to 
bro ad public po licy ques­ 
tio ns — the lo catio n o f a 
nuclear po wer plant, the 
so lv ency o f a majo r in­ 
surance co m pany , the 
smo g-pro ducing po iso n in a 
car s ex haust. 
So me o f the rules are 
o bso lete o r ridiculo us, like 
a 29 -y ear-o ld requirement 
that subv ersiv e gro ups 
register with the state and 
describe their purpo se, 
time and place o t meeting, 
assets, unifo rm and o ath.

Terry Trupp, spo kesman

Critics and suppo rters 
agree that the ex tent o f

r u l e m ak i n g , 
whatev er its quality , is 
bey o nd alm o st any o ne’s 
grasp. 
In 19 52 there were 37 
agencies that filed fo r rule 
changes pro mpting 1,6 23 
new pages o f regulatio ns. 
In 19 74 there were 102 
ag e n c i e s and 11,313 
changed pages. To day the 
co de bo o k co ntaining mo st 
o f the regulatio ns runs to 
22.000 pages — with no in­ 
dex . 
“ 1 do n't begin to kno w 
the co ntent o f all tho se 
22.000 p ag e s , ” admits 
Mary Lo u Smith, the state 
o fficial who presides o v er 
the co de bo o k. 
Within tho se v o lumes is 
Title 20. which includes the 
Public Utilities Co mmis­ 
sio n. In 19 74-75 it receiv ed 
u til ity

i n c r e as e 
requests fo r $1.49 billio n, 
7 0.8 per cent o f which the 
f i v e 
c o m m i s s i o n e r s 
granted. 
in the past, the PUC has 
also decided no t o nly the 
size o f y o ur gas and pho ne 
bills, but who — big in­ 
dustry o r small co nsumers 
— will bear the brunt o f 
rising fuel co sts. 
Last y ear, ho wev er, the 
legislature to ld the co m­ 
m is s io n to sh ift that 
burden fro m co nsumers to 
big industrial users. 
The same co mmissio n 
sets trucking rates and 
determines intrastate air 
fares and ro utes. It also 
driv es so me businessmen 
to distractio n. 
“ If the Teamsters agree

Mo nagan wants the PUC 
and similar agencies to be 
required to make decisio ns 
in a specified time. A bill 
by Assembly man Rithard 
Ro binso n, D-Santa Ana, 
setting a o ne-y ear time 
limit o n PUC rate increase 
cases, is pending in the 
legislature. 


Since increased trucking 
rates are passed alo ng to 
shippers and retailers, that 
new Team ster co ntract 
may ev entually add a few 
cents to the price o f the 
can o f beans y o u o pen fo r 
dinner.

“ Sy lmar taught us a 
lo t,” say s Cresci o f the In­ 
dustrial Relatio ns Departc 
ment. “ As a co nsequence 
o f Sy lmar, regulatio ns are 
m o r e s t r i c t and i n ­ 
spectio ns are mo re o ften. 
The judgment o f o ur peo ple 
at the scene is alway s o n 
the side o f cautio n.” 
But Califo rnia's to ugh 
new jo b safety rules, which 
include po ssible jail terms 
fo r repeat v io lato rs, are 
criticize d by b u sin ess 
gro ups as to o harsh. And 
their effectiv eness is un­ 
clear. 
In 19 74-75, there were 
26 8 ,38 1 injuries and 7 27 
deaths in industrial acci­ 
dents — a slight increase 
fro m the prev io us y ear, 
despite a repo rted $1.8 
millio n in lines against 
emplo y ers.

The boy was punched to the ground and beaten'unmer- 
cifully. 
It wasn't the first time a student was attacked by a 
gang of youths at Chino High School, but this one seemed 
to hit a nerve. 
The Feb 27 “ initiation'' beating of a new student from 
Baldwin Park by a group of 15 to 20 youths in a campus 
restroom jarred the senses of school district officials. 
It forced them to look at the problem of campus 
violence perhaps closer than they had recently, and to ad­ 
mit Chino High remained a powder keg that could explode 
any time 
The school board, sensitive to possible charges of a 
whitewash, swiftly adopted an anti-violence resolution 
stating that any student found guilty of hazing, in­ 
timidating or physically harming another student faces 
expulsion 
One 17-year-old student was expelled following the 
restroom assault, and two more students were suspended 
temporarily. 
Nevertheless, the wife of one school board member 
urged firmer action against perpetrators of violence. 
Parents, teachers and administrators should be organized 
to fight “ rampant violence" and lack of discipline on 
campus, she said 
Mrs. Gladys Briggs, wife of the trustee, indicated stu­ 
dents are afraid to attend school because of possible haz­

ing and intimidation. 
Whether or not a climate of fear exists among students 
at Chino High seems uncertain, but no one will deny the 
school has had its share of problems. 
The question is — are the problems serious? And how 
does one deal with them? 
For the most part, school administrators' methods of 
controlling violence would not be as harsh as police 
methods, according to various authorities. 
“ School officials are helpful but they worry about the 
image of the school," said Bob Caro, a Chino police detec­ 
tive. “ In other words, they have their own pressures ' 
According to another policeman who did not want his 
name used, “ When they don't call us in. they feel their ap­ 
proach would be more direct and expeditious The theory 
now is to rehabilitate juveniles, but where do you cut 
it off’ " 
Don Flau. a Chino probation officer, said the Feb. 27 
restroom beating wasn't the only one this year at Chino 
High. “ There have been a number of attacks." 
Flau is «extremely critical of the Chino Sinners gang, 
which he said was behind many of the beatings Many as­ 
saults go unreported because of parents’ fear of retalia­ 
tion by the gang. 
The new student from Baldwin Park who was attacked 
was a “ super nice kid." said Flau. “ Just because he 
moved, he gets the heck beat out of him You wonder 
what society is turning to when a kid can't even switch 
schools without getting beat up ’’ 


Flau indicates the gang is always searching for new 
members. “ What they try to do is get a kid to hang out at 
the wall' at the high school, which is Sinners' territory. If 
they beat up on him enough times, then he’s man enough 
to hang out at the wall." 
Richard Ferguson, Chino High principal, praises the 
school board for adopting the anti-violence resolution 
“ We needed to take a stand on this." However. Ferguson 
feels “ things are going all right" at the school “ Attitudes 
here are good ” 
John Casey, the school's dean of students, noted there 
had been concern at recent board meetings that “ nothing 
is done about kids involved in these incidents." 
In the past, officials had been “ pretty sensitive" about 
publicly disclosing names of those suspended, but now 
they will be given out, Casey stated. 
The problem is that a lot of people were unaware of 
any discipline taking place because we never publicized 
it," he added. 
Casey maintains that the school does take action 
against violence-prone students. “ Some kids are sent to 
other schools, and others are suspended or expelled. 
The school is concerned about violence, he said “ I feel 
we're getting somewhere this year with help from the 
Community Action Council (parents group)." 
Casey admits there are various groups on campus such 
as the “ wall gang", “ cowboys" and “ surfers." However, 
“ these groups are not always in conflict with each other," 
he said. 


“ I don't get that excited about it — of course, I ’m 
around here all the time," Casey said. “ Some people get 
the impression there are marauding gangs running 
around trying to devour people. That isn't true." 


As for the school’s image, Casey says it will be here, 
regardless. “ We re concerned about the welfare of kids. 
We don’t worry about image," he said. 


Casey said the school does not hesitate to call police on 
campus, if they are needed 
One high school teacher claimed, “ We’re expected to be 
riot busters here It's part of the job, but most teachers 
are good about breaking up fights." 
The teacher, who did not want his name disclosed, said 
‘i ’ve seen teachers risk a knife in the gut but no one gives 
them credit. That’s the shame of it." 
He acknowledged Chino High can be a “ rough school" 
but, recalling riots of three years ago, he said this year 
has not been the worst. “ You have a few punks roaming 
around, but not the organized militants of a few years 
ago ’ 
Joe Carotenuti, another teacher, says most Chino High 
teachers deplore violence on campus. “ But there is no 
simplistic answer to solving it 
We can't tolerate young people brutalizing each other — 
but violence on our campus is overblown compared to 
other schools. 
“ We are providing education in most difficult times — 
and some kids aren’t getting any."

Chino seal 
not for use 
by RECOM 


A civilian emergency group in 
Chino has been told by the city coun­ 
cil that it cannot use the city seal for 
identification 
The council rejected a request 
from RECOM (Radio Emergency 
Communications) to utilize the city 
seal as part of a shoulder patch being 
designed for the organization. 
Asst. Fire Chief Bud Maloney said 
in a memo that, “ Ir. my opinion this 
patch would be of great value in the 
event of a disaster as it would be 
easily identified by fire, police and 
city staff. Also it would identify this 
iRECOM) as a volunteer unit, and 
aid in increasing morale." 
However, Mayor Bob McLeod and 
louncilwoman Eileen Carter both 
strongly opposed RECOM’s use of 
the seal. “ The city seal should be 
jealously guarded," said Mrs. 
Carter. “ I meant this as no 
derogatory assault on the group.” 
McLeod said, “ We can’t allow our 
name to be affixed (Hi some group 
which we have no control over. We 
don’t want to hang our seal on them 
They accept anyone who has a 
citizens’ band radio — I doubt if they 
screen applicants." 
Councilman Leonard Frketich, 
noting that RECOM works closely 
with the Fire Department, moved to 
accept a staff recommendation to 
allow use of the seal. The motion 
died for lack of a second. 
In another matter, the council ap­ 
proved two general plan amend­ 
ments for the southwest corner of 
Central Avenue and Los Serranos 
Road; and the west side of Norton 
Avenue between Chino Avenue and 
Riverside Drive.

Uncovering an FEA cover-up 


WASHINGTON - Federal Energy 
Administration officials destroyed 
evidence sought by a Congressional 
committee investigating FEA ’s cozy 
relationship with the oil and gas in­ 
dustry. 
This Watergate-style cover-up 
may well be in violation of federal 
Jaws. 
The controversy centers on last 
winter’s battle over the deregulation 
of natural gas prices. Only by hiking 
natural gas prices, the industry and 
FEA said, could a crippling natural 
gas shortage be avoided. 
House Energy subcommittee 
chairman John Dingell, D-Mich., 
was disturbed by FEA ’s use of public 
funds to trumpet the oil and gas in­ 
dustry’s position favoring deregula­ 
tion. So late last year, he demanded 
information from FEA on its con­ 
tacts with the natural gas magnates. 
Dissatisfied with FEA ’s answers, 
Dingell dispatched a team of in­ 
vestigators last month to set up an 
office within FEA itself. The 
Congressional sleuths began inter­ 
viewing officials and collecting docu­ 
ments in their locked office. 
Their probing sent shockwaves 
through the upper echelons of the 
agency. Two officials of the agency’s 
“ Natural Gas Task Force,” ex­ 
ecutive director James Hubin and 
deputy general counsel Eric Fygi, 
huddled after hours to sift through 
documents that were supposed to be 
turned over to the Dingell in­ 
vestigators.

For example, one damning memo, 
dated Dec. 16, 1975, began with a 
derisive comment about how FEA 
could “ shove it to Mr. Dingell,” who 
was then leading the anti- 
deregulation fight on Capitol Hill. 
The memo, addressed to Rubin, was 
thrown out. 
Two other memos, one written by 
FEA conservation expert Lee 
James, and one written by Rubin 
himself, were also disposed of before 
the Dingell investigators could read 
them. 
As it turned out, the committee 
staffers were able to find duplicates 
of the discarded memos in other 
files. 
Rubin and Fygi both candidly ad­ 
mitted that they “ pitched” the docu­ 
ments, and told us that they now 
regret their actions. 
But now Dingell suspects that ad­ 
ditional documents may have been 
withheld from him. For an internal 
FEA memo directed that all 
material relating to FEA contacts 
with the oil and gas industry be hand- 
carried to FEA general counsel 
Michael Butler. 
The memo prompted at least one 
agency employe to turn his files 
directly over to the Dingell subcom­ 
mittee. He feared that Butler’s of­ 
fice would “ sanitize” the material. 
Butler's office insists that the 
memo was intended only to expedite 
the flow of documents to Dingell. 
But the Congressman remains un­ 
convinced of FEA ’s good intentions. 
His investigators are now checking 
to see if any documents were 
destroyed by employes on weekends. 
Our own investigation of FEA ’s 
ties to the oil and gas barons has 
turned up at least one disturbing 
link.

Public a nx iety , ev en o utra ge, na tura lly eno ugh, 
rea ch their pea k fo llo wing press repo rts o f ea ch 
new v io lent crime o r a tro city co mmitted, a ll to o 
o ften, by so meo ne o n pro ba tio n o r pa ro le. Such 
perso ns frequently ha v e been relea sed o nly a sho rt 
time befo re; quite o ften, they ha v e lo ng reco rds o f 
crimina l a ctiv ity , which ma kes o ne wo nder a bo ut 
the judgment o f tho se who gra nted pro ba tio n o r 
pa ro le. 
So metimes in a rea s o f grea t public co ncern, the 
Legisla ture a cts o r rea cts ra ther slo wly . The sub­ 
ject a t ha nd is o ne o f these. Ho wev er, significa nt 
a ctio n ha s a lrea dy been ta ken a nd effo rts to dea l 
further with this difficult a nd sensitiv e a rea a re be­ 
ing ma de. 
La st y ea r two mea sures were ena cted which will 
prev ent the gra nting o f pro ba tio n under certa in cir­ 
cumsta nces. One requires a priso n sentence fo r 
tho se co nv icted o f selling hero in a nd the o ther 
ma kes such a sentence ma nda to ry fo r tho se perso ns 
co mmitting certa in felo nies. These two mea sures 
a lo ne do no t so lv e the pro blem but they do repre­ 
sent a step in the right directio n. 
In crimina l ca ses the co urts a re giv en grea t dis­ 
cretio n in impo sing sentences. This flex ibility is 
certa inly desira ble in the ca se o f first o ffenders, 
a nd ev en seco nd o ffenders. Ho wev er, there is little 
justifica tio n fo r such flex ibility when the co urt is 
dea ling with a perso n who is ma king a ca reer o f 
crime. By the time he ha s been co nv icted o f his 
third felo ny , there sho uld be little do ubt tha t he ha s 
fo rfeited his right to specia l co nsidera tio n. He 
sho uld no t be sco lded a nd a ga in put o n pro ba tio n. 
He sho uld no t be giv en a mild co unty ja il sentence. 
He sho uld be sent to priso n fo r a t lea st the 
minimum term pro v ided by la w. 
1 ha v e intro duced a mea sure, which, if ena cted, 
will require o ur co urts to ta ke such a ctio n. 
Under present la w the sentencing judge is 
required to impo se a priso n sentence upo n perso ns 
twice befo re co nv icted o f felo nies. Ho wev er, there 
is a bro a d ex ceptio n: The sentencing judge, “ in the 
interests o f justice,” ma y disrega rd entirely the 
defenda nt’s prev io us crimina l reco rd a nd gra nt 
pro ba tio n. He ma y o r ma y no t impo se a ja il 
sentence o r fine. 
The co urts ha v e ma de such ex tensiv e use o f this 
ex ceptio n tha t it ha s a lmo st beco me the rule. No t 
o nly ha v e to o much discretio n a nd flex ibility 
pro duced pro ba tio n o n pro ba tio n but there a re 
ma ny insta nces where judges ha v e gra nted pro ba ­ 
tio n o n pro ba tio n o n pro ba tio n.

He gets 
v ery little ex ercise, eats n o 
breakfast ex cept for two cu ps of cof­ 
fee an d fru it ju ice, eats n o lu n ch an d 
has a good ev en in g meal. He has two 
cocktails before din n er an d sev eral 
after. He is in bed by 10:30 week 
n ights an d 11 or so on weeken ds He 
sits at a desk all day . 
He su ffers terrible headaches an d 
eats aspirin like he can ’t get en ou gh 
of it. His mother died of a stroke at 
age 57 an d I am afraid he is headin g 
in the same direction . His father is 
hale an d hearty in his middle 70s an d 
my hu sban d say s he takes after his 
father an d will liv e to a ripe old age 
His father is fou r in ches shorter an d 
50 pou n ds lighter. He doesn ’t drin k or 
smoke. My hu sban d stopped smokin g 


10 y ears ago so I kn ow that’s in his 
fav or. 
Ou r sex life has gon e down the 
drain . He say s it makes his heart 
beat too fast for an hou r or so 
afterwards. 
I lov e him. Doctor, an d don t wan t 
to be a widow I am on ly 44 an d we 
still hav e fou r children at home If 
y ou ’d commen t on whether blood 
pressu re is in herited or n ot I wou ld 
be most gratefu l. 
DEAR READER - You hav e good 
reason to be con cern ed There is an 
in herited ten den cy toward high blood 
pressu re An y on e who has high blood 
pressu re certain ly deserv es carefu l 
ev alu ation an d shou ld then hav e 
. regu lar medical su perv ision . If 
n ecessary , medicin e shou ld be taken . 
Elimin ation of an y ev iden ce of ex ­ 
cess fat in a person who has high 
blood pressu re is ex ceedin gly impor­ 
tan t. High blood pressu re sign ifican t­ 
ly in creases the likelihood of hav in g 
a heart attack or a stroke. 
From the sou n ds of y ou r hu sban d’s 
diet it is most u n satisfactory . In di­ 
v idu als u su ally are n ot su ccessfu l in 


con trollin g their weight by eatin g lit­ 
tle or n o breakfast, little or n o lu n ch 
an d hav in g on e large meal a day . 
That large meal u su ally con tain s so 
man y calories that it defeats all the 
earlier efforts 
The alcohol con tribu tes to his 
calorie in take. A high alcohol in take 
with poor dietary habits is a set u p 
for dev elopin g liv er disease an d 
other problems 


If sex u al activ ity produ ces a 
sign ifican t strain on y ou r hu sban d, 
his health mu st be su fficien tly bad 
that he really does n eed help. Persis­ 
ten t fast heart rate after a modest 
amou n t of ex ercise is n ot n ormal. 
You r hu sban d n eeds to see a good, 
con scien tiou s doctor, an d he n eeds to 
becom e a good, 
con scien tiou s 
patien t. Between the two a great 
deal can be don e to improv e his 
chan ces of su rv iv al with good health 
A major chan ge in his habits might 
en able him to elim in ate 
his 
headaches, regain his health an d 
really en joy the in creased life span 
that he cou ld hav e.

“ You didn’t see him 
(Allen) go up there, did 
y o u ?” 
snapped 
the 
manager. 
“ Allen was unable to 
play,” Ozark said after a 
moment of silence. “ And if 
I had a reason other than 
that, you should know I ’d 
tell you ” 
Ozark then noticed Bus 
Saidt of the Trenton Times 
muttering something to 
B ill 
Conlin 
of 
the 
Philadelphia Daily News. 
“ If you have a controver­ 
sial question, ask it, Bus," 
Ozark shouted. 
The manager then leaped 
from his desk chair and 
screamed. “ He (Allen) 
didn’t play because I didn’t 
think he was right to play.” 
Ozark then stormed from 
his office, snapping’ 
“ dumb question ’’ He 
slammed the door behind 
him 
Seconds later, the news 
corps of some 25 filed out 
of the manager’s office 
into the clubhouse. A few 
headed toward Allen. But 
when Ozark saw the 
writers, he screamed: “ All 
of you, out’” 
One writer challenged 
Ozark’s right to eject the 
newsmen 
from 
the 
clubhouse, 
and 
the 
manager shouted the order 
again. He hurled an invec­ 
tive at the writer, charged 
him and threatened to 
punch him 
“ Go ahead punch me!" 
the writer said, standing 
his ground.

Campus 
violence

The boy was punched to the ground and beaten unmer­ 
cifully. 
It wasn't the first time a student was attacked by a 
gang of youths at Chino High School, but this one seemed 
to hit a nerve. 
The Feb 27 “ initiation” beating of a new student from 
Baldwin Park by a group of 15 to 20 youths in a campus 
restroom jarred the senses of school district officials. 
It forced them to look at the problem of campus 
violence perhaps closer than they had recently, and to ad­ 
mit Chino High remained a powder keg that could explode 
any time 
The school board, sensitive to possible charges of a 
whitewash, swiftly adopted an anti-violence resolution 
stating that any student found guilty of hazing, in­ 
timidating or physically harming another student faces 
expulsion 
One 17-year-old student was expelled following the 
restroom assault, and two more students were suspended 
temporarily. 
Nevertheless, the wife of one school board member 
urged firm er action against perpetrators of violence 
Parents, teachers and adm inistrators should be organized 
to fight “ rampant violence“ and lack of discipline on 
campus, she said 
Mrs. Gladys Briggs, wife of the trustee, indicated stu­ 
dents are afraid to attend school because of possible haz­

ing and intimidation. 
Whether or not a climate of fear exists among students 
at Chino High seems uncertain, but no one will deny the 
school has had its share of problems. 
The question is — are the problems serious? And how 
does one deal with them'’ 
For the most part, school administrators' methods of 
controlling violence would not be as harsh as police 
methods, according to various authorities. 
“School officials are helpful but they worry about the 
image of the school,” said Bob Caro, a Chino police detec­ 
tive. “ In other words, they have their own pressures.” 
According to another policeman who did not want his 
name used, “ When they don't call us in, they feel their ap­ 
proach would be more direct and expeditious The theory 
now is to rehabilitate juveniles, but where do you cut 
it off0” 
I)on Flau, a Chino probation officer, said the Feb. 27 
restroom beating wasn't the only one this year at Chino 
High “There have been a number of attacks.” 
Flau is «extremely critical of the Chino Sinners gang, 
which he said was behind many of the beatings Many as­ 
saults go unreported because of parents’ fear of retalia­ 
tion by the gang 
The new student from Baldwin Park who was attacked 
was a “ super nice kid,” said Flau. “Just because he 
moved, he gets the heck beat out of him. You wonder 
what society is turning to when a kid can’t even switch 
schools without getting beat up,” 


Flau indicates the gang is always searching for new 
members. “ What they try to do is get a kid to hang out at 
the wall’ at the high school, which is Sinners' territory. If 
they beat up on him enough times, then he’s man enough 
to hang out at the wall.” 
Richard Ferguson, Chino High principal, praises the 
school board for adopting the anti-violence resolution 
“ We needed to take a stand on this.” However, Ferguson 
feels “ things are going all right" at the school “ Attitudes 
here are good” 
John Casey, the school’s dean of students, noted there 
had been concern at recent board meetings that “ nothing 
is done about kids involved in these incidents.” 
In the past, officials had been “pretty sensitive” about 
publicly disclosing names of those suspended, but now 
they will be given out. Casey stated. 
The problem is that a lot of people were unaware of 
any discipline taking place because we never publicized 
it,” he added. 
Casey maintains that the school does take action 
against violence-prone students. “Some kids are sent to 
other schools, and others are suspended or expelled ” 
The school is concerned about violence, he said. “ I feel 
we re getting somewhere this year with help from the 
Community Action Council (parents group).” 
Casey admits there are various groups on campus such 
as the “wall gang ” , “cowboys” and “surfers.” However, 
“ these groups are not always in conflict with each other,” 
he said. 


“ I don’t get that excited about it — of course, I’m 
around here all the tim e,” Casey said. “ Some people get 
the impression there are marauding gangs running 
around trying to devour people. That isn’t true” 


As for the school’s image, Casey says it will be here, 
regardless “ We re concerned about the welfare of kids. 
We don’t worry about image,” he said. 


Casey said the school does not hesitate to call police on 
campus, if they are needed 
One high school teacher claimed, “ We’re expected to be 
riot busters here It’s part of the job, but most teachers 
are good about breaking up fights.” 
The teacher, who did not want his name disclosed, said 
“ I've seen teachers risk a knife in the gut but no one gives 
them credit. That's the shame of it.” 
He acknowledged Chino High can be a “ rough school" 
but, recalling riots of three years ago. he said this year 
has not been the worst. “ You have a few punks roaming 
around, but not the organized militants of a few years 
ago” 
Joe Carotenuti, another teacher, says most Chino High 
teachers deplore violence on campus. “ But there is no 
simplistic answer to solving it. 
We can't tolerate young people brutalizing each other — 
but violence on our campus us overblown compared to 
other schools. 
“ We are providing education in most difficult times — 
and some kids aren’t getting any ” 


Chino seal 
not for use 
by RECOM 


A civilian emergency group in 
Chino has been told by the city coun­ 
cil that it cannot use the city seal for 
identification 
The council rejected a request 
from RECOM (Radio Emergency 
Communications) to utilize the city 
seal as part of a shoulder patch being 
designed for the organization. 
Asst. Fire Chief Bud Maloney said 
in a memo that, "In my opinion this 
patch would be of great value in the 
event of a disaster as it would be 
easily identified by fire, police and 
city staff. Also it would identify this 
(RECOM) as a volunteer unit, and 
aid m increasing m orale.” 
However. Mayor Bob McLeod and 
t ouncil woman Eileen Carter both 
strongly opposed RECOM’s use of 
the seal. “The city seal should be 
jealously g u ard ed ,” said M rs. 
C a rte r. ” 1 m ean t th is as no 
derogatory assault on the group.” 
McLeod said, “ We can’t allow our 
name to be affixed on some group 
which we have no control over. We 
don’t want to hang our seal on them. 
They accept anyone who has a 
citizens’ band radio — I doubt if they 
screen applicants.” 
Councilman Leonard Frketich, 
noting that RECOM works closely 
with the Fire Department, moved to 
accept a staff recommendation to 
allow use of the seal. The motion 
died for lack of a second. 
In another m atter, the council ap­ 
proved two general plan amend 
ments for the southwest corner of 
Central Avenue and Los Serranos 
Road; and the west side of Norton 
Avenue between Chino Avenue and 
Riverside Drive. 
The amendment for the Central 
and Los Serranos location will allow 
a change from agricultural uses to 
light and general manufacturing 
The Norton Avenue amendment will 
permit a density of one to two dwell­ 
ing units per acre for that area. 
The property is presently zoned for 
agricultural uses, but designated for 
residential development

"The committee is not only hoping 
to motivate and involve our own 
citizeas, youth groups and service 
clubs, but we plan to join hands with 
Bicentennial beautification grouos in 
other cities of the Pomona Valley to 


make this entire valley a thing of 
beauty,” said Sharp. 
The program will involve the 
planting of flower seeds, sich as pop­ 
pies and lupins, and the planting of 
shrubs and trees. 
Sharp said that p articipating 
groups will be asked to select a site, 
plant the seeds and then maintain the 
site as needed to keep the area beau­ 
tiful in years to come 
Each site selected by a local group 
will be marked by a red, white and 
blue drum designating it as part of 
the beautification program.

Wilson, a VA representative in San Diego, said your 
account had been suspended for lack of a change of 
address form. 
In response to our inquiry, you received an im­ 
mediate payment of $118 representing your back 
pay-Acting on Wilson’s advice and ours, you have 
requested that your papers be forwarded from the 
San Diego Regional Office to the Los Angeles 
Regional Office of the VA to avoid future dif­ 
ficulties.

“super great iron-on transfers” which could be ob­ 
tained for $2 by writing to Super Values in Stam­ 
ford, Conn.

HOME BUYING TIPS

information on home purchasing. 
Here is what the federal government’s Consumer 
Information Center has to say on the subject: 
When you house hunt, be sure to thoroughly check 
the neighborhood. Ask yourself these questions: Is 
the house suitably located for schools, churches, 
shopping, transportation and your place of work7 
Is the neighborhood well maintained and are the 
other houses similar in type and price range to the 
one you wish to buy? 
Does the area have local zoning laws or deed 
restrictions which will protect the neighborhood * 
Zoning laws and deed restrictions protect you 
against such things as the building of commercial 
property in residential areas and may regulate lot 
sizes and types of houses that can be built in the 
area. 
Check your lot carefully too. Make sure you are 
going to be satisfied with its size and shape 
If you’re a veteran of World War II, the Koreanr 
conflict or have service after Jan 31,1955, your GI
